In tlie Spring of *875 I was em- 
ployed in an: action for slond^r, in- 
stkirted in the Rockcastle Circuit 
Court. The petition alleged that 
the female defendant had uttered 
and published of smd concerning 
the plaintiff that he had poisoned 
his wife, who had died a short time 
before. The woman admitted the 
speaking of the w’ords and charged 
them to be true. 

It is unnecessary to repeat all 
that took place on the trial, though 
there were many amusing occuren- 
ces. In justice to the plaintiff it 
should be .said that the proof .show- 
ed that the wife had. after having 
taken a dose of creosote, been giv- 
en a glass of vinegar by another 
than her husband without any fe- 
lonious intent, and that the two 
constituted a deadly poisou, from 
she died. The defendant undertook 
to show that the man was in love 
with a young lady, and had been 
trying to obtain her consent to ruu 
away with him. and that this w^as 
his motive for killing his wife. 

Among othei things the follow- 
ing letter was introduced on the 
trial and ideutihed by the man as 
having been written by him; 
'‘Pinchill, Rockca.stle County, Oc- 
tober 12 187^. 

“Nancy Jane: 

“i am going tew rite tew you 
won time moar lew let you uo that 
i ha not fur got you, and i hoop yu 
hav not furgot me, mi deare. i 
think about you moar and moar

“if you hev hered what I hev; 
hered yu hav hered a dinged lie. i | 
don’t kare who toald it tew yu. mi j

THE Handwriting of 

JUDGE BOYD. 



Judge Boyd, of London, Ky., en- 
joyed the reputation of being a 
bold, upnghht and courageous 
Judge. He bad but one fault, and 
that was that his handwriting was 
very difficwh to read. Indeed, a 
sheet ot paper with his chirography 
on it presented more the appearance 
of the wanderings of an unfortu- 
nate spider that had fallen in an 
ink stand than anything else. 

But like all men who write mes- 
erable hands the Judge was ex- 
tremely sensitive ou thus point, and 
on one occasion indicted a fine 
upon a lawyer who undertook to 
reflect upon his handwriting iu an 
argument before the jury. In the 
case immediately following, Elijah 
Hurst, of the Pineville bar, in at- 
tempting to read the icstructions 
of the Court, found himself in- 
volved in a hopeless labyrinth. 
Not desiring to meet a fate similar 
to the attorney who bad just pre- 
ceded him, be remarked to the 
jury: 

“Gentlemen, I am not able to 
read Judge Boyd’s writing, not be- 
cause he does not write well — be- 
cause we all know to the contrary 
— ^but on account of a serious defect 
in my education.’’
